1. Paul enriched 
the. world by his 
lite. All bis preaching was eatorced 
by bis testimony, "1 live, yet not I 
but Christ llveth In me." Spurgeoii 
comments on the wondrotu powsr ol 
George Huller'a preaching: itwasqulto 
simple, but the bearer felt that here 
mi a man dealing with realities of 
which he knew. The bishop of Dur- 
ham telle of a university preacher at 
Cambridge who generally spoke to 
empty benches, yet wben the students 
were sick or dying they would lend 
for this man; his life waa fragrant. 

1. His prayers were another aource 
of Paul's riches for the" world. We 
may say without straining language 
that he prayed " without cent eg," 
and Be may follow him here. Says 
John R. Mott: "It la possible for the 
moot obscure person in a church with 
a heart right toward God, to exercise 
as much power for tbe evangelisation 
of the world as It Is for those who 
stand in the most prominent positions. 
Therefore no one la excusable if he 
commits the great sin of omitting to 
jray." We can make miaatonaiies 
and native churches rich, aye. and our 
own church and community, too, no 
matter how poor we may be. Dr. O. 
Campbell Morgan tells of a preacher 
who would go from pew to paw In hla 
church on weekdays ana pray -for 
those who sat there on Sunday; Dr. 
Morgan ventures the opinion thrft this 
la perhaps the highest service that 
even a great preacher could do for his 
flock. • - . 

3. Hla writings are one of Paul's 
gifts to the world. What a heritage 
are hla epistles! We know how "Pil- 
grim's Progress" waa written by a 
tinker In Jail. If we object that thla 
tinker had unusual genius, it may be 
replied that many ordinary persons, 
with leva for Christ In their souls, 
have done reliant service with the 
pen. It waa a letter from a friend, 
written with a faltering heart, that lad 
Henry Clay Trumbull to Christ; the 
world knows of hla splendid service as 
preacher, explorer, expositor, Sunday 
school worker and editor. Wo heard 
of a woman who watched the dally 
record- pt deaths In the papers and 
■ent to every bereaved hoosahotd a let- 
ter or booklet containing a word for 
the Master: Who' does not covet her 
reward and who could not do likewise? 

4. His preaching waa another of 
Paul's blessings for men. He could 
say to multitudes of converts, aa ha 
•aid to the Thessalo plana, "What Is 
our hope, or joy, or crown of rnjolc- 
IngT Are not even ye in the presence 
of our Lord Jesus Christ at his com- 
ing?" Preachers, It has been aald, 
are often like camels which are laden 
with splcea and Jewels, but they them- 
selves feed on thistles. But though 
poor, how have they made many rich! 
We knew of one who had not realised 
all the ambitions of his early ministry ; 
his churches had been obscure aid his 
salary email, and It grieved him that 
bis wtte had dressed shabbily. 
bare, he had led a poor country lad to 
Christ; there, he had helped a boy 
get off to college; there, he had 
loaned bis books to a hungry soul. And 
at hla funeral hla body waa borne of 
bishops and lawyers and magnates 
who came to shed sincere tsars over 
the man who had done them the great- 
est service ever performed for ttem— 
who hod led them to Christ,

Christ. He waa a sailor on an Eng- 
lish ship, which was lying in a harbor 
off the coast Of Cornwall.

LESSON FOR MARCH 21 



Samuel's review of his life of integ- 
rity, his charge to the Israelites, God's 
testimony of displeasure over their 
persistent desire to have a king, and 
Samuel's 'words of comfort and as- 
surance as found in chapter if, form 
an Interesting connection with last 
Sunday's lesson. In chapter 11 we 
have the record of Israel again in dis- 
tress and of Saul's folly In his assum- 
ing the priestly offlca (vv 13. Is). 

I. Saul's Distress, w. 1-4. That 
Saul's disobedience, just Indicated, had 
incurred God's displeasure, we know. 
It evidently had Its enact npom the 
people also, for his army had dwindled 
during the Intervening fifteen or eight- 
een years, from 330.000 (eh. 11:8) to 
a feeble 000 (v. 1). They were farther 
handicapped by a lack of weapons 
(ch. 13:1011). Deserted by Jehovah, 
by Samuel, Jehovah's priest, and by 
nearly all of his enthusiastic subjects 
(see XI: IS) Saul was "la the uttermost 
part of Glbesh" hiding wider a pome- 
granate tree (sea rr. 11, IS and 18:0)- 
Thls may refer to his being at Rlmmon 
(Judges 10:43-47). 'In this retirement 
Saul retains Ablah (v. 1) as priest, 
thus keeping up the outward form of 
worship. This priest Is not referred to 
as Jehovah's. He waa a grandson of' 
Pblnebas. on* of BH'a wicked sons, 
and aa Bach was not to be a successor 
in the high priest's office (ch. lilO* 
SB). Such an outward form of "dead 
works" cannot take the place of a liv- 
ing faith.. For Saul to consult the or- 
acle of the Urlm and Thnmmlm warn 
by the priest and later to call up fa- 
miliar spirits, shows -his lack of spir- 
itual apprehension. The references 
made to Baal's conduct (chapters 11, 
13) are an Indication of his character 
and" emphasise the psalmist's words 
as found in Pa. 119:11. 105. 

II. Jonathan's Victory, w. 4-13. But 

God had one leader to whom he could 
■peak, Jonathan, who la one of the 
finest and most attractive' characters 
tn the whole Bible. This episode Is 
among the moat brilliant tn the his- 
tory of the laraeUUah nation. It was 
a brave deed; and an srldeues of that 
triumphant faith shown so clearly In 
Jonathan's dealings with David. There 
seems to be a suggestion that Jona- 
than had lost confidence ka his fa- 
ther, tor neither he nor the people 
knew where Jonathan had gooe- 
Terssa 4 and G vividly picture the 
nature of the location wherein Jona- 
than undertook thla feat. Jonathan 
clearly counted upon the fleshly cov- 
enant sign aa ground upon which to 
expect help and victory over his ene- 
mies, who lacked such a sign (v, <)■ 
The army of the Philistines bad been 
divided Into three sections (Ch. 11: 
17). and this gave Jonathan hla op- 
portunity. Ths garrison st MIcbmash 
was on the opposite side of the ra- 
vine from Oeba, Saul's he ad Quarters. 
Hidden by the cliffs it wis quite easy 
to approach the Philistines. It la an 
Interesting and enlightening conversa- 
tion recorded as ensuing on that Jour- 
ney. 

Jonathan— It may be that the Lord 
will work for as; for there Is no re- 
straint to the Lord to savs by many or 
by few (t. «). 

Annorbearer— Do all that Is In thine 
heart; behold I am with thee. 

Jonathan— We will pass . . - 
over, and will discover ourselves. 

The test, aa necorded In verses V 
and 10 waa a real one and a reve- 
lation of Jonathan's shrewdness. Not 
to be Invited up by ths Philistines 
would suggest a desire thsy may have 
had to cover up any weakness. To be 
asked to "come- suggests their self-

Ha should be a man 
knows the oharaoteri*tlc* of the 
ored people, who known how to reach 
them In and through their socle Use, 
their chnrchea and their rariout or- 
ganisations ol one kind and another. 
He should be a nan required to travel 
from one farm to another throughout 
tha country training the Negro tanner 
bow to produce a food crop. Where-rer 
thsse demonstration agents have al- 
ready been at work In the Bouth they 
have done work which has been moat 
helpful sod commendable. 

If thla Important work Is to be done. 
no tima should be lost In selecting 
these demonstration agents The cost 
should not be large. Either through 

Sonty appniprlatlona or from tome 
rt of the atata funds appropriated 
for agricultural purposes, a portlc 
the money for the salary perhaps could 
be provided. Appropriation are alio 
being made by the United State* gov- 
ernment to encourage and promote 
various kind* of agricultural work.

The largest and without doubt beat 
equipped Negro publishing house 1* 
alao operated by this church. It la 
the Sunday School Union at Nashville, 
which supplies nearly 300.000 Negro 
children with their Sunday tchool lit' 
araturs, taking nearly 50 persons to 
do the work.. This literature ti writ- 
ten, p-rttite<r sna d&aUUwtod by Ne- 
groes. Connected with this depart- 
ment la a Sun da ii achool Journal 
called The Young Allenlte. a young 
people'a journal called the Allen En- 
deavorer and a weekly paper, the 
Southern Christian Recorder. 

The church started 100 yean ago, 
with lata than 400 members; tt now 
haa three-quartera ot a million; and 
raises annually about «4,000,l)00.

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THE PRIMARY ELECTION 

The Argus is highly pleased with the result of last Friday's 
primary election. Our pleasure is the greater because the voters 
did as The Argus had advised them to do. 

We called attention to the fact, in a previous issue, that all 
the candidates had been sent a letter, asking where they stood on 
the segregation question. This letter was sent out by the local 
branch of The National Association for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People. In our last issue, we published the names of those 
safe candidates for us to vote for, and we recommended that the 
Negro vote accordingly.

Louis branch of the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People than this work prior to the primary election. An 
obligation rests upon our citizenship to hear and heed the call be- 
ing made this week for many new members.
